following his guilty plea to the charge of Carrying a 
Pistol Without a License (CPWL).  Gant was 
initially arrested on February 13, 2004, in the 100 
block of Thomas Jefferson Street, N.W. 

 
 

A detailed descriptions of these and other cases from the  
2nd District are provided inside of this report. 

 

Indecent Exposures   As you may know, area residents have reported incidents in which a male has
exposed himself to young females from behind the windows of buildings along the 4100 and 5200 block
of Connecticut Avenue, NW.  He has been described as a white male, 30-40 years of age with brown or
blond hair.  Similar reports haven been made of a male exposing himself to both young males and females
from the confines of a maroon colored automobile in the Chesapeake and 47th Street area of PSA 202.
The Metropolitan Police Department continues to investigate these incidents in an effort to identify the
man or men responsible.  If you are a victim of such a crime, please report it immediately. If possible,
note the exact time and location of the event and any descriptive information about the perpetrator and
any vehicles involved.  It is unlawful for any person to make any obscene or indecent exposure of his or
her person.  Such acts are punishable by a fine and or imprisonment, and the punishment is enhanced
when the indecent exposure is knowingly made to a juvenile.         
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THE COURT REPORT 
 
 
Quartus Pratt sentenced to 10 years incarceration for a Carjacking in front of George 
Washington University Hospital.  (F-5193-03; PSA 207) 
 
 FACTS: The Honorable Susan Winfield sentenced Quartus Pratt to 10 years 
incarceration for an August, 2003, carjacking in front of George Washington University 
Hospital.  
 
 According the government’s evidence, on August 26, 2003, at 2:45 p.m., Pratt,  dressed 
in a hospital gown,  approached the complaining witness, who was seated in his car, which was 
parked right in front of George Washington University Hospital.  The defendant told the victim 
to get out of the car and told him he was going to take his car.  The complainant refused to get 
out of his car, at which point the defendant produced a knife and stabbed him several times.  The 
defendant then threw the knife to the curb and began walking back toward the hospital. 
 
 Several witnesses and a hospital security officer apprehended the defendant before he 
was able to leave the immediate area.  He was subsequently positively identified by the victim as 
the assailant and he was identified as Quartus Pratt by a medical wristband he was wearing, 
showing he had recently been admitted to G.W. hospital.  
 
 This case was handled by Assistant U.S. Attorneys Michael Ambrosino and Brittain 
McInnis. 
 
 
Ralph J. Franks sentenced  to 16 years incarceration for four counts of Second Degree 
Burglary.  (F-7067-03; PSA 205) 
 
  FACTS:  Ralph J. Franks, 44, of the 3800 block of 5th Street, N.W., Washington, D.C., 
was sentenced by the Honorable Susan Winfield to 16 years incarceration, following his plea of 
guilty to four counts of second degree burglary. 
 
  According to the government’s evidence, beginning on September 12, 2003, and 
continuing through November 11, 2003, Franks burglarized eleven homes and one business in 
Northwest, Washington, D.C., in each case breaking into the home or business when it was 
occupied.  Franks was apprehended on November 11, 2003, in the 4400 block of Reservoir 
Road, N.W., as he ran from a crime scene with a stolen purse under one arm.  Franks confessed 
to three burglaries on the night of his arrest, and subsequently identified nine other burglary 
locations after being driven around affected neighborhoods the day after his arrest.  Franks 
admitted to police that he typically would look into windows of homes in the early evening hours 
and look for handbags placed near the front door.  He would then break into the home, either by 
opening an unlocked door, kicking down the door or breaking a window, and then run away with 
the stolen item. 
 



In announcing the guilty plea, United States Attorney Kenneth Wainstein praised the 
outstanding investigative efforts of Detective Neil Jones of the burglary squad at the Second 
District of the Metropolitan Police Department.  He also commended the efforts of Second 
District Officers Stephen Davis, Gregory Curry, and Robert Bryant, as well as Second District 
Detective Joseph Crespo, who assisted in apprehending Franks on November 11, 2003, and 
Officer Kathy Jackson who assisted in the investigation.  Finally, Mr. Wainstein commended the 
efforts of Legal Assistant Taniqueka Brooks, who assisted in the preparation of the case, and 
Assistant United States Attorneys David P. Saybolt and Cully Stimson, who prosecuted the case.   
 
  
Walter Barnes pleads guilty to four counts of Second Degree Burglary, after being caught 
in the act while burglarizing the Proper Topper hat store in Georgetown.  (F-1642-04; PAS 
206) 
 
 FACTS: Walter Barnes, age 44, of the 7600 blk of New York Avenue, Washington, D.C. 
pled guilty to four counts of second-degree burglary before the Honorable Wendell P. Gardner.  
The burglaries occurred primarily in Georgetown.  The defendant was arrested at 1:40 a.m., on 
March 12, 2004, as he broke into the Proper Topper, a hat store located 3213 P St., N.W.  As he 
approached the cash register after breaking into the store, he was caught by 2D Focus Mission 
Officers Jeffrey Cadle and Yudis Zuniga, who had been posted inside the store in response to 
recent burglaries. 
 
 When questioned following his arrest by 2D Detectives Keith Tabron and Nelson Morais, 
defendant Barnes admitted to having committed several other burglaries, including in the Proper 
Topper on a prior occasion. 
 
 Sentencing is scheduled for October 28, 2004.  Assistant U.S. Attorney John Irving 
investigated and obtained the guilty plea in this case.  
 
 
Tyrone McDonald pleads guilty to Armed Robbery with a shotgun, in the 1300 block of 
31st Street, NW.  (F-828-04; PSA 206) 
 
 FACTS:  On July 2, 2004, Tyrone McDonald, a.k.a William Hatton, pled guilty to one 
count of Armed Robbery for his role in the shotgun robbery of a victim in Georgetown in the 
1300 block of 31st Street, NW.  The victim was walking alone at 12:45 at night on January 24, 
2004, when he was accosted by the defendant and one other man.  The unidentified man threw 
the victim against the wall as the defendant pointed a shotgun at him.  The victim was not injured 
in the robbery.  Police arrested McDonald after he tried to use the victim's credit card to order 
NFL merchandise on the Internet. 
 
 Sentencing in the case is set for September 17, 2004, before the Honorable Susan 
Winfield.  The successful outcome in this case was the result of the hard work of Second District 
detectives Michael Ross and Juan Davila, who investigated the case, and Assistant U.S. Attorney 
David Saybolt, who prosecuted the case and handled the guilty plea.
